Economic Independence of Canada 


Canada and Australia are finding a 
new self-dependence in the economic 
situation brought about by the war. 
An Ottawa dispatch predicts the 
establishment within the Dominion of 
facilities for refining**millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of nicke' matte from Sud- 
bury, which now goes to New Jer- 
sey,” and speaks of the creation in 
Canada of industries in zine and cop- 
per “worth millions of dqllars annu- 
ally.” Textile end other manufactcr- 
ers have expanded. In Australia a 
commission has just issued a report 
on the war’s effects, showing that 


the cutting off of overseas supplies 
has made the commonwealth more 
self-supported. Previously, an at- 


tempt was made to stop leather ‘ex- 
ports in favor of home factories, but 
failed; now large supplies once sent 
to central Europe go to new home 
plants. One of the greatest wool 
producing regions in the world, Aus- 
tralia, will probably never again im- 
port woollen clothing to half the ex- 
tent she was doing up to last year. 
Germans who have boasted of the 
self-reliance of their country, com- 
pared with+Great Britain seeking aid 
of all the world, should note the. de- 
velopment which the war is giving 
the British dominions —New York 
Evening Post.

The mine of zinc has long since 
been exhausted in Moresnet, but, dig- 
ging into deeper strata, the vein was 
continued into Belgium and German 
teritory, Consequently, the country 
has lost its chief reason for retaining 
its independence, but by keeping the 
mine smelter in its territory it has 
continued to receive the same consid- 
eration from its powerful neighbors 
as in the past. 

The whole country is owned by the 
Vielle Montague Company, which with 
the exhaustion of the zinc. deposits, 
sought other fields until it has become 
so internationalized that it is a8 neu- 
tral in its imperial activities as. the 
country where it got its start. The 
presidentw#dof the company is Baron 
Rothschild, of Frankfort, who’ sells 
products from the company’s mines 
in,Germany to that country. They also 
have mines in France, and their gen- 
eral manager,.a loyal Frenchman, is 
selling zinc to the French govern- 
ment. Their manager in Great Britain 
where they have a zinc mine in Scot- 
land, is a Belgian and he is selling 
the product to the British govern- 
ment. The company has mines in Af- 
rica and other remote places, and un- 
der its international management, is 
prospering. ; ” . 

The country is governed by two bur- 
gomasters, one named by the German 
the other by the Belgian government. 
There are 2,000 Germans, 2,000 Bel- 
gians and 400 Neutres in thé country. 
To become a Neutre it must be proven 
that one’s family has resided in Mor- 
esnet 100 years. 
under their own burgomaster. the 
Germans under theirs, while the 
Neutres have the privilege of, choos- 
ing between the two. In criminal 
cases the burgomaster can choose 
either German or Belgian judges. But 
whatever judge is selected must use 
the code Napoleon and make his deci- 
sion in accordance with its principles. 

The taxes are also equally divided 
between Germany and Belgium as are 
the two post offices. 

When 
suffer from a Jack of food the prob- 
lem of relief became acute.:The coun- 
try was not German, therefore the 
'Germans refused to. feed the Bel- 
gians, while the latter refused to ad- 
mit food for the .feeding of the Ger- 
mans. An effort was made to separ- 
{ate the two, but they were found so 
mixed, living in the same house, mem- 
bers of the same family and -many 
speaking the same tongue, that any 
separation was impossible. 

It was found that all c> none must 
be fed. And, morcover, in the orig- 
inal dispute, the Neutres seem to have 
been forgotten. Finally a rough com- 
;promise was made whereby the com- 
mission supplied the people of the 
whole country with bread, while Ger- 
many furnished them with meat,  o- 
tatoes and butter. 

In attempting to feed the Moresnet 
people the commission faces some 
problems out of all proportions to the 
size of the country. Under its agree- 
ments with the various belligerents it 
must if possible only import food 
from neutral countries, but the fron- 
tier of Moresnet with Holland is the 
apex of a triangle without roads and 
for obvious reasons Germany does 
not desire .ny communication to he 
established from that direction. 

Some idea of the difficulty of get- 
ting into Moresnet may be gained 
from the ye iat description of the 
trip which t®o of the’ delegates of the 
commission made to the country: 

“In order to reach Moresnet we 
journeyed by automdbile from Liege 
for about two hours to some of the 
most beautiful districts in the Ar- 
dennes, mounting gradvai'y  iigzhpr 
until at last 6n the opposite side of a 
little ‘stream, the black and white 
striped bars. across the bridge an- 
nounced that we had reached the 
border. The stripes also told us that 
this was Prussian territory. 

“We stopped and showed our pass- 
|ports.. The English-speaking German 
jofficer objected that they were not 
| vised for Prussian territory. On tell- 
jing him that we were on a tour of in- 
{spection and did not desire to enter 
| Prussian territory, he explained that

~ Livestock Shortage 


Government Lending Assistance and 
Co-operating With Breeders 


Owing to the heavy drain upon the 
livestock of the warring countries of 
Europe a great livestock shortage ap- 
pears to be looming up in the future. 
The longer the war lasts the greater. 
this shortage will become, and when 
the war is over undoubtedly pbtyers 
will come to Canada to replenish their 
breeding herds. ‘WitL this event in 
view the’ government has decided to 
make. extra efforts to encourage farm- 
ers in increasing and improving their 
breeding stock, The minister of agri: 
culture, through the livestock branch, 
has decided to grant liberal aid to 
breeders who wisi to . secure’ good 
breeding stock. The conditions under 
which aid will be given are as fol- 
lows: : 

In the event.of a number of farm- 
ers in any district of Canada wish- 
ing to co-operate for the purchase of 
breeding stock in ‘carlozd lots from 
some distant secticn of the ‘country, 
the department will pay the travelling 
expenses Of their duly appointed rep- 
resentative durinzy the time required 
to effect the purchase and transport 
the shipment to its destination. 

Should- it be desired the livestock 
commissioner will nominate a suitable 
person who will be directed to ac- 
company this representative and «s- 
sist him as far as possible in buying 
and shipping the animals,

Branch of Local Council of Women 
in Toronto:Doing Good Work 


A body of women 
blend as a committee of the Local 
Council of Women of Toronto in what 
is known as the “Big Sisters” Move- 
ment” has propos:d that a separate 
society be formed to work in affiliation 
with the Councejl. , 

Just what the nature of the work 
to be done is, is not indicated in the 
report, but if it js meant that older 
women shall carry on in a big city 
work for the benefit of girls, it is very 
evident that it should be done without 
the publicity that is necessary in a 
committee of the Local Council. No 
one likes to be made the subject of 
discussion, and it is hard to see how 
this is to be avoided in any organiza- 
tion: 

At the same time no city is so small 
but it contains girls, good affectionate 
girls who need the tender guidance of 
those who have the spirit of real sis- 
terhood and the tact and courage to 
exercise it. But the essence of such 
help is that it shall be confidential. 
Whether advice is given or money or 
shelter the confidénce of the receiver 
shall not be betrayed. 

. Many good women enter upon such 
work in a spirit of suspicion that is 
fatal to success. One hears state- 
ments made concerning girls which, 
though true of individuals, perhaps 
are falsé when applied to a” whole 
class. .The teacher, the employer, the 
neighbor can, if she has the right 
spirit, play the part of a big sister to 
the innocent, inexperienced foolish 
girl, Better stil] can her comrade in 
store or factory or the older girl who 
lives in thé house with her show her- 
self a true friend. But whoever she is 
who essays to fill the role of a big 
sister she must be one who truly loves 
her.—Victoria Daily Colonist.

Livestock in Demand 


Farmers and  Rancherg of Alberta 
Benefiting From Competitive 
Market 


Following is part of a report made 
by a livestock commission firm at Cal- 
gary, which tells its own story: 

“The best indication of the growing 
strength in the market is the broad 
outlet for generous receipts, Which in 
the case of hogs, the eastern packers 


are apparently unable to buy suffice . 


ient hogs in the east to. fill the de- 
mand, and are therefore compelled 
to pay high prices here to compete 
with local packers. In regard to the 
cattle market we opened a new outlet 
-by shipping to Seattle, which has had 
a stimulating affect on the market 
here. We have had shipped, since the 
middle of November, over 2,000 head 
of beef caitle. We might also add that 
these cattle brought the top price on 
the open market. The highest price. 
paid on the Seattle market was for an 
Alberta’ steer,- which we shipped De- 
cember ‘20, 1915, weighing 1,700 Ibs. 
which! Brought the fancy. price of 10¢ 
per lb. 

“Since-the opening of the Alberta 
stockyards the livestock business in 
Alberta has grown, and markets have 
been opened, which have given the 
farmers a competitive market. for 
their livestock. 

“The hog industry has multiplied 
many times in the last three years. 
There are many signs pointing to an 
increase in the number of sheep and 
cattle, The sheep business is being 
developed rapidly, and the demand for 
breeding ewes has cent prices up both 
east and west. Breeders of pure-bred 
sheep have ‘sold all they can spare.

A manifesto calling for a drastic 
reform in the educational system of 
Great Britain is: published over the 
signatures of a committee of thirty- 
six leading scientists, including Sir 
William Osler, Regius.

The manifesto declares that the 
British are a woefully ignorant peo- 
ple and. are paylfig heavily for their 
ignordénce.

Ostensibly 
the Emperor went to Konopisht to 
see the rose gardens. The story Steed: 
tells is that at Konopisht the Kaiser 
and the Archduke made a secret com- 
pact, 

The paramount desire of the Arch- 
duke and his wife was to make pro- 
vision for their sons, who were de- 
barred by the Hapsburg family law 
from attaining imperial rank, The 
Kaiser, it is said, unfolded his great 
scheme of the. war. 

Russia was to be provoked to con- 
flict with Germany and Austria; 
France was to be instantly smitten 
to the dust, while the abstention . of 
Britain was considered certain. The 
Kaiser proposed to reconstitute the 
old Kingdom of Poland, which, with 
Lithuania and the Russian Province 
of Ukraine, stretching from the Bal- 
tic to the Black Sea, was to be the 
‘inheritance of Francis and his eldest 
son. 

For the second son a kingdom 
was to be carved out, including Bo- 


hemia,, Hungary, Serbia, the Slav 
coast of the eastern Adriatic, and 
Saloniki. - ‘ 


German Austria, with Trieste, was 
to pass to the present heir, the Arch- 
duke Charles Joseph, to be incorpor- 
ated in the German empire. 

A pact would be created and a 
huge military and economic alliance 


made, with the Kaiser supreme in 
Europe, and perhaps throughout the 
world. ; 


Mr. Steed in an analysis.of the ex- 
traordinary circumstances surround- 
ing the assassination of ‘he Archduke 
and his consort seéms to imply that it 
was connected with resentment 
against the Hapsbirg family, 

The writer suggests that the Kaiser 
persisted in forcing the war after 
the removal of his principal atcom- 
plice because the murders furnished 
him with a fresh and useful pretext.

There are many impressive chap- 
ters in the story of the continent, but 
there is none more picturesque, than 
the one which is being made in our 
day by a grain of wheat —New York 
World. .

The company 
will ask that the government guarantee

with the Grain Growers' Grain company 
nd will sever its present relations with 
that organiziation. A representative of- 
te Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative Ele- 
ators will also be placed on the floor 
of the Winnipeg ‘exchange. The Albertu 
body feels that there is a possibility that 
its request will be granted because the 

‘overnment of Saskatchewan has grant- 
d the same aid to the Saskatchewan 
clevators, 

Difficulty In Financing. 

It is thought that if aid is not given 
the elevator company it will find great 
lifficulty in financing. . 

There will be considerable oposition fo 
this guarantee of account when' the mat- 
ter reaches the legislature, both opposi- 
ion and government supporters being 
nett) well divided on the matter. One 

cry .important matter to consider. will 
ve the attitude of the United Farmers 
of Alberta, who are. said to be strongly 
opposed to the guarantee. Thus far it 

wid that the government, though it 
{as had the request of the elevator peo- 
ple befort it for months, has not yet ar- 
ed at any decision. 
May Have to Take Elevators. 

If the government does not give the aid 
requested it may mean eventually that 
{t will have to take the eleyators over 
and run them itself in order, to protect 
the provincial investment in the elevat- 
ors. In this event the government will 
nudoubtedly rent the elevators to some 
company for use, or else will turn them 
over to the utilities cammissten.

a Belgium that a horde of barbarians 
- poured* over her fair land and syste- 
matically murdered her civilian popu- 
lation, looted their homes, applied the 
incendiaries’ ‘torch, and committed 
every. kind of outrage too horrible to 
bear reproducing in print—as not 
established by documentary evidence 
—all this was not enough; the kultur- 
ed Huns must needs murder Bel- 
gium’s mother tongue. A _ notice set 
up by the Germans in a Belgian vil- 
‘lage is intended to convey to the in- 
nabitants the order that “at twilight 
every one must retire within doors; 
and that the inhabitants must show 
respect to the German troops passing 
through, and to German soldiers in- 
dividually.” 

What the notice actually says, how- 
ever, is this, “At twilight each one is 
bound to withdraw within himself 
(that is, to recognize the error of his 
ways). The inhabitants are to respect 
the passing troops and the singular 
German soldiers.” Here is this choice 
specimen of German kultur, a .model 
of insolence and pretentious scholar- 

- ship: “Au crepuscule chacun est tenu 
de rentrer en luimeme. Les habitants 
dolvent respecter les troupes pas- 
santes et les singuliers soldats’ alle- 
mands.”

Prisoners of War 


\f the Germans Would Only Treat 
Prisoners as We Do” 


A special Scandinavian correspon- 
dent now in Englavd has telegraphed 
to Norway an account of his visit 
}to a German war prisoners’ camp at 
Dorchester. * 

‘Although I conversed with a doz- 
en German prisoners, several of 
whom evidently belonged to the high- 
ly educated classes, the only com- 
plaint was,” he says, “that they had 
no work and that therefore time hung 
rather heavily. LEvorything we saw 
made it véry clear that the treatment 
meted out to thes. prisoners is ex- 
ceptionally good. 

“They have even (the privilege of 
having German cooks to prepare 
their excellent foodstuffs in the. be- 
loved German manier, and, what is 
almost incredible, these German 
cooks are paid by the British goy- 
ernment for their work, the general 
principle being that no German pris- 
oner must be allowed to work with- 
out being paid for it. 

“As a tangible example of the con- 


sideration with which the German 
prisoners are being treated, it is suf- 
ficient to mention that a German 


pastor goes down weekly from Lon- 
don to preach to them.” . 

The prisoners have instituted their 
own schools, where English as well 
as German history is being taught by 


German __ professors. They have 
weekly concerts, many of the men 
being excellent musicians and sing- 
ers. Musical instruments are provid- 


ed by the British government.

tion,. the proclamation of martial 
law, the seizure of many kinds of 
private property for military uses, 
and taxation raised much above the 
peace limite. Unless the crisis be 
acute, this is not a job to be under- 
taken by ‘congress in a hurry or 
under the stimulus of either wrath 
or fear. It is very doubtful, indeed, 
if congress would ever adopt such 
legislation except under the influ- 
ence of serious disasters in actual 
war. The Civil War brought -no such 
legislation. Great Britain. even now 
does not adopt it.” 


The sécond portion of his article 


Dr. Eliot devotes_to a consideration of 
the allied questions of the freedom of 
the seas and the commercial rights 
of neutrals in war time. In regard to 
the freedom of the seas Dr. Eliot is 
not satisfied that the task can be per- 
manently accomplished by the Brit- 
ish navy alone, even making~ full al- 
lowance for what it has accomplished 
in the present war “with a little aid 
from France, Italy and Japan.” His 
own solution is the following: 


“One satisfactory solution of that 


|; problem: can now be clearly dis- 
cerned—and only one which would be 
both feasible and effective. A _ firm 
and durable combination’ of Grent 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia, and 
Japan—present belligerents—and by 
invitation the United States or Pan- 
America and Scandinavia, could: as- 
sure the freedom of the seas for all 
the world in time of peace, and for 
themselves and their allies in. time of 
war, by means of their’ navies with 
the support of such garrisons as 
these nations are already accustomea 
to provide. . . 


“The experiences of the civilized 


world since the first conference at 
The Hague have demonstrated . that 
peace cannot be procured or main- 
tained for Europe or the world 


through international agreements, 


however comprehensive and rational; 
because some strong nations in. Bur- 
ope claim the right to disregard any 


agreement on grounds of a military 
necessity, they to be sole judges of 


the necessity. The peace-desiring na- 


tions are, therefore, thrown back on 


{the study of a less ambitious and 
!more hopeful project—the creation of 
‘a small league of faith-keeping na- 


tions pledged to resist attack from 
without on any of its members. Had 
such a league existed ‘in July, 1914, 
the present war would bot have 
taken place, even if it had contained 
only three powers—Great Britain, 
France and Russia. Seventéen months 
of furious fighting and heartrending 
suffering have made the creation and 
maintenance of a large league more 
than possible—even probable.” 

As a kind of secondary proposal 
Dr. Eliot suggests that “for the pur- 
pose of defending the United States 
from foreign invasions” a smaller 
league might suffice. Britain, France 
and the United States would, in. his 
opinion, form such a league. Each 
would be pledged to resist attack on 
either of the others. In support of 
this proposal the doctor advances the 
following: 

“For the formation of that combina- 
tion many strong motives conspire. 
These are the three nations which 
have stood longest, and now stand 
firmest, for the ideals of political and 
social freedom and justice, and of 
consideration for the weak or un- 
fortunate in the conduct of public 
affairs. War between any of these 
three nations is hereafter absolutely 
unthinkable; and any compact made
